Man ..k an peka pA namn som Edith Nicolai sen (fbrlaget Parthenon), 
Ivan TroAng (Ifologiska sAllskapet), Bertil Kuhleman (bokhan- 
deln Edista), Sten Lindgren (IGF och URD), K.Gbsta Rehn och 
Boris Jungkvist (bbcker), Carl-Axel Jonzon och Thorvald 
Berthelsen (UFO-Sverige), Sven-Olof Fredrikson (GICOFF), Sven 
Magnusson (tidskriften Sbkaren). Var och en av dessa har gett 
"rbrelsen" starka impulser och, pa olika sAtt, vigt Aratal av 
sina liv och sin fritid at UFO-fragan. 

NAr det idag tycks som om luften gatt ur UFO-rArelsen sA beror 
nog delta till viss del pa att manga av dessa eldsJAlar lAmnat 
Bcenen.

Som varje annan typ av forsRn^ng krAver ufologin 
sanningslidelse, fbrsbk till obJektivilet, en vilja att "vAnda 
pA varje sten" i sAkandet efter fakta. Delta gtirs bAst i en 
begrAnsad krets dAr man har lid att vAnda pA stenarna utan att 
alltfAr mycket administrera och "informera" bort sin tid.

Bortsatt frin att 10-tal lokala D-viksfall finns hir 
ingat nytt av virda. Radan 1977 gav Jag ut an sanaanstillniag 
av TT-aatarial son till 90 Z aotsvarar vad ES hittat i da tvi 
fivikstidningarna. Nassaadias baskrivningar ir ainst sagt pivra. 

Jag har roat aig aad att filja upp ES fallkatalog, aftarsoa 
firfattarans hala rasonaaang grundas pi starkt bokstavlia a 
tolkningar av vad prassan skrav. Sanoa att i fallkatalogaa inta 
aaga obsarvationsdatua har ES gjort dat svirt bida fir sig 
sjilv och lisaran, aan aad hjilp av vir datakatalog - dir Jag 
aad datorns hjilp kan sika pi att visit ortsnaan, a.fl. 
faktorar - har Jag lyckats pussla ihop dat nasta. 

Itta olTlia highijdsfanoaan svarar fir totalt 43 av da 113 
'fallan*. Saatliga datsa itta IJuifanoaan torda vara aar tllr 
alndra starka aataorar. Obsarvationsdatuai 17/2, 21/2, 9/6, 
9/7, 19/7, 11/8, 10/9 och 3/12.

Pi aistan varje sida i boken finns takfel, ■iufirstind, 
iyerdraaatiseringar, osakra data, aotsagtlser, upprepningar och 
tjatighetor, tveksaoheter, aarkliga arguaent, logiska kuller- 
hyttor, hokstavstro, dalig kallkritik, onidiga stav- och 
tryckfil. 

Boken filjer darned en gannal 'tradition* vad galler avenska 
uro-hicktr. Frin lifningm av ett tidigare helivcnakt UFO-epoa 
(loria Juagkviata 'Beaikare frin koaaoa*, 1980) har Jag kvar 
aju A4-aidor ned antecknade fel och tvekaanheter. Di var jag 
fraane pi aidan 146 (drygt halvviga) Kh gav upp tanken pi att 
kunna akriva en recenaion aoo akulle vara nijlig att trycka. 
Liaten var narnaat att kaata akrapet i vaggen! 

'Spikdygarna Hi* har likaon linga tidigare nriginalalater pi 
avenaka noli och intet varde. Firfattaren har nijt aig ned 
tidningspapper pi fitterna nar det egentligen hehiva riktiga 
Ecco*akor eller vandringakingor. Boken ger - belt onodigt - en 
naaaa branale it eitreea UFO-akeptilier. Argunenteringea k 
ibland si tunn att nan baynar. 'Rinatret* bring apikraketerna 
(kapitel 7) fir varje aaitiraatronon eller vittneapaykolog att 
kikna av akratt, alternativt grita blod. 


Ttorierna oe ett aanband nellan 'flygande tefat*, atoabonberna 
och apikraketerna ir inte alia nya aon ES vill piakina. Siiant 
har aan laat under ninga irtionden i utlindak litteratur. 
ICapitlet on 'Suda vagnar* filjer ett ganaalt kSnt niaater. 
1968*69 lualaste jag ajalv Bibeln i aaaaa irende, ecn avhill 
aig frin bokakrivande efteraoa det redan pi den tiden fanna 
flera utforliga bicker i aanet. 

Kapitel 9*13 utgir en valbebivlig kontrast i allt detta elande. 
Ripporten oe 'vagaladden* (aid. 216-221) ir en tankeatillare 
fir alia anhangare av Buck Rngera-roaantiken vad giller de' 
alrkliga luftfenoaen aon trota allt oager oaa. Den typ av 
lokala underaikningar av fall efter 1946 aoa Sandqviat tidigare 
ridoviaat i ett antal artiklnr i t.ei. UFO-lnforaation ir den 
virdefulla aidan av bana arbete. Spikraketerna 1946 borde ban 
ha lianat at aitt ide efteraoa han inte bittade nigra lokala 
vittnen att intervjua.

En av 
firfattarna, August Roberts, bar varldens storsta sailing av 
UFO-foton, cirka 15.000.

Det ir en serie pi fen 
bilder, vilka visar ett kupolfornat firenil pi nara hill. 

Lingst bak finns en katalog iver alia kinda UFO-foton. Dm 
Strieker tig frin 1883 till Kh ned 19/7 1952, och innehiller 
kortfattade data kring varje fall. 

Boken ir bra upplagd si till vida att varje fall presenterai 
ingiende ned alia tillgingliga data. Tyvarr innehiller dm 
irrlterande ninga stavfel. Fir foto-intresserade ufologer ir 
den ett niste, nm iven andra kan finna den intressant.

be published and cospared with spaceaen of today*... 

Drake har fatt allt svirare att fi sina bicker utgivna. Detta 
berK nog frufirallt pi att de ir ganska tunglista och i 
nistan sanaa genre son Diniken. (iven Dinikens senaste bicker 
har dennes firliggare i ninga linder lagt it sidan...). Sjilv 
niste jag tillsti att jag aldrig 'spillt tid* pi nigot av 
Drakes verk, vilket jag nog inte ir ensu on. Dot finns nycket 
fi konpetenta bedimingar av Brakes bicker, av personer ned 
historiska insikter. Antingen liser nan den, och di ir su 
eot us iast fir bans idier, eller xksi orkar nu inte lisa den. 

Cosnic continents ir den smaste i raden av Drake-nanus. Drake 
har firsikt att fi boken utgiven i sitt hesland England, sen 
inte lyckats. Direaot har dm getts ut 1 Italim. Nu bar dm 
eaellertid koanit i m indisk utgiva pi engelska, son firfatta- 
ren varit vinlig att tkinka till AFU:t bibliotek. Bindning, 
korrekturlisning Kh andra grafiska detaljer feljer Inte 
visterlindsk standard, nm det ir ju roligt att denna kurimi- 
tet letat sig fras till ost.

Till de vmligaste 'killKna* hir> Richard S.Sbaver, 
Ray Falser, George Hunt Hillluton, Robert Charroux, Ruth

den ockulta litteraturen. 

Detta ir ingen recension efterson jag inte Kkat lisa bokm. 
Jag redovisar bara ett visst intryck. P.g.a. bokens ovanlighet 
och diliga utfirande har jag Ref-aarkerat den i AFU-bibliote- 
ket, nm vi linar girna ut den till nigon recmmnt son tror 
sig kunna ge ett objektivt ondine utu att firstora den redm 
diliga bindingen.

Bide 
tefat och varelser togs oaedelbart oa hand av ett ailitirt 
teu. Delta teaa sigs vara specialutbildat fir sidana operatio- 
ner, soa sker i stirsta bealighet. Alla inforaationer oa den 
pistidda bindelsen 1 Artec bar konsekvent firnekats av ayndig- 
heterna. 

Steinaan bar vid txi tillfallen besikt Aztec och den firaodade 
stirtniogsplatsen. Trots annonser 1 lokalpress, och intervjuer 
aid folk, bar ban endast fitt tag 1 ett igonvittne, en aldre 
aan soa 1 slutet av 1940*talet sig ett UFO toucha eaot ett 
berg, och firsvigna bort aot platin. Inte aycket att koaaa aed! 

Kallorna ir fir ivrigt lickor och anonyaa uppgiftslaanare. 
Resten ar andra- och tredjcbandsuppgifter. 

Firfattaren skriver detaljerat oa oahindertagandet av det 
stirtade IfO’t. Den s.k. IU12-gruppen presenteras ingiende. Det 
var dessa soa tog hand oa farkosten och da dida kropparna. Be 
hade ocksi, enligt Steinaan, till uppgift att tysta ner hela 
bindelsen. 

Det badt varit bra os boken varit bctydiigt tunnare. Dc 625 
sidorna kunde istillet varit 125 oa firf. enbart ignat sig it 


AztK-handelsen. Mu tar ban upp i stort sett varje rykte oa 
stirtade tefat, bl.a. flera fall soa avsiljats soa ran blaff. 
Dir ingir det s.k. Laredo-fallet, soa Steinaan anser var ett 
UFO aed dida ufonauter. Fallet bar en belt naturlig firklaring. 

Det soa talar till Steinaans firdel ir intervjua aed dea 
ansedde vetenskapsaannen Dr. Robert Sarbacher. Denne bekriftar 
att UFO’s stirtat och tagits oaband av ayodigheterna. En aanai 
oBstandighet ir att fotoexperten Nicholas von Poppen’s llgenbet 
genoBsiktes av okinda sin strai efter dennes did.

(totalt oakr 750 sidor), sen avsikten ir att, i ain av aijlig- 
hit att haata/lina piraar i Stockhola, och into ainst ekonoai, 
fortsatta inlinet av firsvarsrapporterna. 

Frio den 1/10 1946 och fraa till 1961 skittes firsvarets 
UFO-rapportering av Firsvarsstabens flyg- och luftfirsvarsav- 
dilning (Fst/FL). Till avdelningens huvuduppgifter hirde att 
saaordna Sveriges luftbevakning och luftforsvar, bl.a. utvick- 
Ilngen av Stril-systeaet. Han skitte ocksi centralt alia 
frigor betr. krinkningar och det var bir UFO-rapporterna, filer 
'ryedfenoaen* soa am firedrog att kalla fireteelsen, koa in i 
bilden. 


1961 organiserades Firsvarsstaben oa varvid Fst/FL firsvmn, 
aen first 1965 firdes arkiveringen av *ljud- och Ijusfenoeen* 
Over till FDA 2. Pi 19 ir hade nan di sanlat in cirka 900 
rappocter. Allt sedan 1948, di en sarskilt instruktion gick at 
till alia ailitara forband, hade aan anvint stencilerade 
rapportforaular fir att strukturera den inforaatioa bob 
saalades in oa fallen. Fornularen koapletteras ofta av brev, 
ailitara rapporter och telegraa saat kartor och skisser. 

El genoeging av de firsta fee iren ger vid handen att aan 
skitte verksaaheten ganska noggrant. Han var *pi bettet*. Qi 
nigon ailitar ayndighet *gliade bort* att rapportera in ett 
fall, fick aan pininnelser frin Fst/FL. Stockholas observato- 
riun och Naturhistoriska riksnuseet konsulterades ofta. Nir am 
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hittat lisningm pi ett fall skrev Fst/FL bade till rapportc- 
rande firband Kh till tjalva observatoren fir att aeddela 
resultatet.

Swedish UFO cultism

Ii Noveaber 1985 1 aet, for the first and only tine. Hiss Edith 
C.H. Nicolaisen - knoun as 'Hie* aaong her friends - in her 
apartaent in Helsingborg. She uas then an old, sick and very 
frail Hoaan bound to her bed, surrounded by thousands of UFO 
boots, aagazines, clippings and correspondence, indicating her 
thirty years of involveaent in Suedish ufology as the founder 
and director of the publishing house Parthenon. 


Nr. Carl-Anton Hattsson, chairaan of UFO-Nykiping, had convin¬ 
ced Hiss Nicolaisen that his group could continue her publis¬ 
hing venture. This also neant that Parthenon’s huge collectim 
of UFO naterial uas donated to Archives for UFO Research (AFU) 
in Norrk&ping. An iaportant contribution to UFO-research in 
Sueden. 
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Miile Carl-Anton and I craantd largt boxes nith UFO literature, 
Edith constantly reainded us of the iaportance of our nission 
to continue uorking for the neu age and to reach as nany as 
possible of the Suedish youth uith the nessage of the space 
brothers. A little aore than three nonths later, on February 
20, 1986, Hiss Hicolaisen died. By a peculiar and sad coinci¬ 
dence this uas the sane day that the Suedish prine ninister 
Olof Paine uas assasinated in Stockhola. 


This and a feu other observations convinced her that thn 
experiences of Bexge Adanski uere true. Oddly enough she nevx 
nentioned this observation in hx cxrespondence uith Adanski. 
1 havn been unable to find the nentioned nonspapx xticle x 
othx uitnesses to hx sighting. Because of this sighting, 
asd sinilar expxiences, Hiss Hicolaisen uas convinced to be 
under constant obsxvation and protxtion froa *ox VMUSiao 
friends*. 


Na single person has had such an enxnous influence in foste¬ 
ring the UFO-nyth in Sueden as Edith Hicolaisen. Hithout her, 
Saedish ufology uould probably have taken quite a different 
course. 

This renarkable lady uas bxn on March 19, 1911 in Farnun, 
Dennark. Hhen very young a clairvoyant lady told her that « 
iapxtant nission fx God lay in hx future. As a young uonan 
she spent eight years at various universities in Exope, 
studying language and philosophy. After the uar she had plans 
to nxry an Anxican soldix and nove to USA, but the young nan 
died and she felt that this uas part of her heavy karna. 

In 1949, she found a book by Rudolf Steiner and in the years to 
cent read everything on subjects like anthroposophy, theosophy 
and various rosicrucian teachings. The great turning point in 
her life occxed in the suanx of 19S4 uhen she read 'Flying 
saucers have landed* by Leslie/Adanski. For years she had 
Isnged fx a nission in life. Finally the doors had opened. 
She decided to ualk the path of the lonesone pioneer fx the 
UFO and the neu age cause, and to chose Sueden as her field of 
uxk. Because of hx carex as a salesuonan she had aany 
contact^ in Sueden. 

She corresponded uith George Adanski fron August 1954, and 
after tuo years received the translation and publishing rights 
for his books. By uorking 14-16 hours evxy day she saved 
enough nooey to start her oun publishing house. 

Miss Hicolaisen uas aluays vxy reluctanct to tell of her otpi 
UFO experience. She nevx gave an intxvieu and thxe xe very 
feu photographs of hx. Houevx, in a lettx to the Cosnic 
Brothertiood Assxiatioo ICBA) in 1967, she revealed: 

*In Movenbx 1955 on a noonlit evening betueen 22-23 p.n. about 
15 kn south of Liokkping uhiln uaiting in ny car fx a train to 
pass, 1 suddenly caught sight of a beautiful green light far 
above the railuay-line’s green signal-light. In ordx to sm 
bettx 1 rolled doun th car-pane on the left side and put out 
ny head - and thxe a feu hundred acters above ground a big 
bill-shaped 'Flying saucx* uith pxtholes and landing gears 
uas suspended in the air. 

'In the clear aoonlight it looked like a uagnificient silhouet¬ 
te of the uorld-faaoos Venusian scout-design. Fron one side of 
tke pxtholes shone a shaft of green light and fron the other 
side a shaft of xange light. (The colours and the intensity 
rininded ouch about ox nost beautiful neon-light advertise- 
nents.) As I had tine to uatch this 'silhouette* suspended in 
the air for 2x3 ninutes befxe it disappeared of sight, I 
noticed the details as above described. The next day a Ixal 
niuspapx repxted that five people south of Link6ping had 
obsxved a 'flying saucer*. The description of the observers 
tallied uith ay oun observation.' (1) 


The UFO cult can in nany respxts be regarded as an offshot of 
the theosophical novenent. Befxe her UFO intxnst Edith 
Hicolaisen uas active in anthroposophical and theosophical 
groups in Benaxk. She uas a close friend of Nr. Otto Viking, 
Libxal Catholic bishop of Bennxk, uho also xote a contactee- 
like novel, *En klode griber ind* (A planetxy intxventionl. 
( 2 ) 

Wien she started her publishing house on OcteWx 14, 1957, Hiss 
Hicolaisen chose three theosophical uoaen as board nenbxsi 
Brita Rodosi, Rut Lindberg and Sonja Lilientbal. Hiss Micoai- 
sen noved to Helsiogborg, Sueden, and in Octobx 1957 'Flying 
saucers have landed* by Leslie/Adanski uas published. This 
first book rxeived very unfavourable connents in the Suedish 
press. Host revieuxs regxded it as science fiction and 
pseudo-philosophical nonsense. 

Kith this classic toK, UFO cultisn nade its dthut in Sueden. 
Only tuo books had been presented earlix to the Suedish 
piblic! 'Behind the flying saucers* by Frank Scully and 'Flying 
sauexs fron outx space*'by Donald Keyhoe. Hot until 1966 did 
a scientifically xiented UFO-book by a Suedish authx appex 
uith *0e flygande tefaten - dokunent och texi* by K.Gista 
Rehn. 

The day Edith Hicolaisen officially stxted Pathenon Inc. in 
Sueden, uas to bKone a nenxable day for hx in aany respxts. 
She gave this version of uhat happened in a lettx to Daniel 
Fry: 

'The day I started, on the 24th October, I got a dirxt and 
visible greeting froa ox intxplanetarian friends! 1 uoke vp 
earlix than usual uith Joy and anticipaction at heart... at 
08.00 o’clxk I had plxed ayself at the uriting table. Shxtiy 
aftx soaething aade m look out of the uindou and I sau a 
silvx disc passing. Hearing no glasses (1 aa shxt-sigbted) at 
the noaent, 1 could not see it clearly and I felt a great 
disappointwnt aftxuards. But abouut 20 ninutes later anothx 
disc cane rolling along an invisible line at a distance of 
about 200 aeters and in the xantix I had found ny glasses. 
Men 1 appeared on the balcony and sent ay grxtings of uelcoae 
saving ny hands to tbea, it stopped and lingxed a uhile before 
it shot off in the far distance. It uas sphxic of fxa and 
nuch larger than the full noon an^ shone like silvx in the 
Octobx sushine...* (3) 

This observation even axe convinced her that she uas under 
divine guidance and soon uould be taken up fx a ride in the 
saucers to aeet the uondxful space people. 

Froa a psychological point of vieu all the expxiences of Edith 
Hicolaisen oust be taken uith a grain of salt. She uorked 14-16 
hours every day, sonetiws even aore, lived on vegetables and 
rau fruit Juices, and constantly pushed hxself to the point of 
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briakdODD, phyiically and piychologically. In a littar to ont 
of thi board mbers iho onci coaplainedi '...oy nholt ntrvous 
systta baa btin uverely daoagtd becaust of ovtrstrain u I an 
living in a stato of intoxication*. (4) 

Sht pufhtd htrsclf Hith a fanaticiia and intensity that fto 
ce-aorkers could cope uith. And she deeanded total dedication 
tn the UFO and neu age uork. Consequently aost co~uorkers left 
Parthenon sooner or later, uhich cade Edith even enre bitter 
and hearduorking. She uas essentially a very lonely and 
frustrated uoaan. A type often found in various esoteric and 
neu age cults. 

Her best friend in Sueden uas a uellknoun uoaan - Evgenia 
Reinfeld. lorn in Russia before the revolution this faious 
psychic * also knoun as labusjka - claiaed telepathic coaauni- 
cation uith Venusians. Edith Nicolai sen had coeplete trust it^ 
this psychics’ revelations and consulted uith Evgenia on every 
■ove she uas to take uith the publishing house: uhich books to 
translate, utio should do the translation and even the colour of 
the book covers. 

As inportsnt activity for Hiss Nicolaisen uas to inspire the 
foreation of as eany UFO* and neu age groups in Sueden as 
possible, especially uong the youth. During the late fifties 
and sixties several local groups foreed as the result of 
Parthenon’s sponsoring. Naturally they uere heavily influenced 
by the cultist literature available. 

Edith Nicolaisen’s greatest project in i958-59 uas the transla¬ 
tion and publishing of Beorge Adaaski’s classic ’On board the 
space ships*. This endeavour initiated, houever, a conflict 
uhich alabst ruined the neuly started coepany. Mrs Rut 
Lindberg, one of the board aeabers, agreed to do the translati¬ 
on but gave up because of lack of tine after finishing tuo 
chapters. Instead the uork uas handed over to Mrs Brita Rodosi, 
another board eeaber, idio had the translation ready by Nay 
1938. 

The aanuscript uas then sent to the journalist and author Nr. 
Allan Lundin for perusal. Hr. Lundin found the translation too 


literal and heavy, and revised it considerably, e.g. changing 
the past tense to present tense. This revised lanuKript uai 
tbeo sent to the printer. 

Hhen the bnok uas published, Hrs Rodosi - the original transla¬ 
tor - becaoe furious uhen she found out that ber translation 
had been revised. She iuediately urote a letter to Beorge 
Adaeski and claiaed that his book had been aade to look like a 
science fiction story. Adasski, naturally, forbade all 
distribution of the book. 

Nou folloued a store of accusations, personal intriguH and 
heated discussions about uho had been translating uhat. Be 
Deceaber 5, i95B, Lindberg and Rodosi resigned froe the board 
of Parthenon. They accused Hiss Nicolaisen of being a fanatic 
aad iapossible to cooperate uith. 

Hiss Nicolaisen didn’t take any notice of the Adaeski veto aid 
distributed the book herself to various book-sellers around tbe 
country. She did this uith the police in her heals as Lindberg 
aid Rodosi had shoun the Adaeski letter to iKal police in 
Stockhola. By the end of January t9S9 enough books had been 
sold to cover the book printer’s costs. Nithout this eove 
Parthenon uould have gone bankrupt. Later, Aduski gave his 
peraission tn distribute the Suedish book. 

During the years 1958 to 19M Hiss Nicolaisen visited all aajor 
schools in Sueden froe the north to the south, all public, 
research I specialist libraries to infora about the neu age and 
to sell Parthenon books. Her uork uas like a one-aan or rather 
one-uonan crusade for the neu age philosophy of the spacebrot- 
hers. In spite of all her efforts Parthenon’s literature didn’t 
sell very uell. Nithout idealistic and enthusiastic donators 
aany books uould never have been published. 

Free 1970 Parthenon began a steady decline. Donations sere 
reduced and the great age of UFO cultiss had passed auay. 
During the 70’s only saall booklets uere published, e.g. 
traoslations of ’Light on the cosaic path* by Anthony Brook and 
’Naturespirits* by Ogilvie Croabin. 

Tbe neu age that Hiss Nicolaisen so intensely uorked and hoped 
for, uould, judging by the Parthenon literature, bn an age of 
confusion and superstition. In spite of her acadeaic education 
she never understood the psychological dangers aor the large 
contradictions in the cult literature published. She frHly 
aixed psychic revelations uith UFO-contactee philosophy. 

To build your life and uorldvieu on the fliasy and pseudophilo- 
scphical nonsense of the ’space brothers', or sose spirits, can 
be a mi bitter experience, as aany cultists have fnund out at 
great cost. Hiss Nicolaisen also believed in all sorts of 
prophecies of catastophes soon tn cnee, uhich she used as an 
arguaent to raise aoney fron idealistic donators. 

George Adaaski uas aluays very careful to explain that his 
experiences uere physical, the saucers technological products 
and the brothers 'no goddaa spooks*. But Hiss Nicolaisen, 
being essentially a Christian aystic, had a slightly different 
point of vieu: ’Only the feu understand that UFOs/IFOs are the 
forerunners of the return of Christ. But this ue cannot preach 
because people uill rot listen to us then' (5), she urote to 
one of her friends in 19&2. The saucers uere fros the etheric 
diasnsicn uhere also the angels originated, and negative space 
people caK fros the inner earth, she believed. 
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I hi/p spolpn to several of the early co-Horkers of Parthenon 
ar.d generally they have been very harsh in their criticisa of 
Edith Nicolaisen: fanatic, slave driver, unreliable, hysterical 
are sose of the contents. 

It stands very clear that the nork and activities of Parthenon 
held back serious and scientific UFO research in Sueden at 
least ten years. Froi 1957 to 1966 the only UFO literature 
found in bookshops uas of the cultist variety: Adanski, Fry, 
Stanford, Telano, etc. Educated people uith a natural scepti* 
cist thus shunned the subject. But, of course, nothing is 
pntirely black or white: Parthenon’s enornous collection of UFO 
eaterial: books, nagaeines, correspondence and newsclippings * 


citalogiied and registered in the AFU collection - is now of 
great value for further research. So when all is said: the old 
lady still deserves sone credit and good words in the history 
of Swedish ufology.

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New books on UFO contacts 

It all began on a Deceiber night in 1985. The night was cold 
and cloudy and outside tbe Strieber faeily’s house, in upstate 
Niw York, the snou was falling. Uhitley Strieber and his wife 
Anne tucked in at ten o’clock; an hour later they were both 
asleep. 

Tbeir rest uas interrupted. A noise froa the living rooo 
downstairs woke Uhitley Strieber. A peculiar swirling noise 
froa beneath aade hia look at the bedrooa-doors. The sight 
aade hit,wide awake. Hot only were the doors aoving, but beside 
tbea stood a strange figure, looking at hia. 

*1 was quite shocked, but what I was seeing was so strange I 
had to asuae that it was a dreaa*, writes Strieber in his book 
*CoMunion* (Beech Tree Books, 19871. 

A few aoaents later the figure was close to the bed and the 
terrified Strieber got a closer look. The snail creature h^ 
two dark holes (or eyes and a black downturning line of a 
south. Then it was gone. 

The story of Uhitley Stieber and his experiences surpasses 
everything I've read before. Strieber’s encounters are not only 
strange but frightening. They could be taken froa a book of 
Stephen King. 

Strieber tells a story so astounding that it is very hard to 
believe. If it is true - which the author alleges - our world 
is not in our own hands but aay just be a cosaic playground of 
uncertain purposes. I really hope that Strieber is wrong. The 
way the strange visitors are using Strieber, for a purpose he 
does not understand, aakes le consider thee as a threat. 

Uader hypnosis, Strieber recalls a frightening experience. The 
creatures bring hie aboard a eysterious craft, where he eeets 
aa old visitor, with skin-like leather, who puts a long 
instrueent into his body. Terrified he screaas and begs the 
eld visitor not to do so, but she just answers: 'we do have a 
right'. 


'I don’t believe that for a ainute', writes Strieber. 'It's 
rediculous.' 

Kaybe it isn’t. The rest of the book indicates that Strieber 
aay well be a chosen, even if he is not alone. In the last 
chapters he eeets other contactees with siailar experiences. 
Their stories aake the reader wonder how coaeon these kinds of 
confrontations really are. 

Tbe events of the 26th of Deceaber was only the beginning. The 
visitors continued to cose ‘and Strieber got aore and sore 
Harried about his state of Bind. He tries hypnosis and aore 
details cote through. 



A couple of einotes later it is all over and Strieber hears a 
voice: 'You are our chosen one'. 
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Though dubious in tbn htginning, ht soon rtaliits that tbt 
visitors bad follottcd bit during bis uholc life. Fron tiie to 
tint they had taipered nitb his life in nays beyond our 
cosprehension. Nenories, ubich at first didn’t seen iaportant, 
eaerge, and uith then an understanding that a pouer auch 
greater than anything be had net uas keeping a close eye on 
Strieber and his fanily. 

One particular visitv, portrayed on the book cover, becotes, 
nore or less, Striebers contact uith *the other side*. Looking 
like a giant bug uith bald bead, slanted big eyes and horison- 
tal lips, Strieber decides to call the visitor *she*. 

This is, by all Mans, the nost horrifying book on UFO’s I’ve 
ever read. Striebers confrontations uith these ‘beings* (this 
is sot an accurate description but 1 can’t find a sore proper 
uord) are ailes aMy froi Adanski, Fry, Klarer and other 
(in)faaous contactM stories. These appearances are evil and 
frightening, and they are treating people like w uere all 
asiaals. They gain access to our ainds uithout asking anybody 
for peraission. 

Bit naybe they aren’t evil. Haybe they do think of us as 
aniaals in the sum My as ue do uith ecus and sheep. Haybe 
they are Jest trying to help us... 

One day in llarcb 1906 Hbitley Striebers nose began to bleed. 
The sane happened to his son and uife. After a ubile they all 
found snail knots in their nostrils. Later Hhitley found tuo 
saall triangles inscribed on bis left foreara. SoMbody, 
soMthing, aessed nitb their bodies. And uith their ainds. 

*Coaeunion* is a very good reading. Mien you have started it is 
iapossibfe to stop. Every non and then you pause, thiaking: 
*can this really be true?*. It is indeed a frightening book 
uith visitors overtaking peoples ainds. An invasion fra 
Mitbin, turning people to soMtbing ue are not able to foresee. 
This is just tbs beginning. Hou uill it look in the end? 

Nhitley, hinself, is not afraid. Maybe because he really has 
changed. His aind nay have adapted to the visitors nay o^ 
tkinking. If there are any visitors. Strieber: 

*If nine is a real eiperiencs of visitors, it is aaong the 
deepest and nost cstensive as yet rKorded, and 1 hope it till 
be of value if tbay eaerge. If it is an experience of soMthing 
else, then I uara you: This *soMtbing else* is a pouer uithin 
us, naybe soas central pouer of the soul, and ue bad best try 
to understand it before it overcoMS objective efforts to 
control it.* 

If Miitley Striebers account is correct it sure is tiM for a 
naming. Is sonebody listening? 


A contactee of quite another kind is the Sniss citixen Edsard 
Hiier. His story has been told aany tines during the years. 
This tiae the tun has coat to Gary Kinder, nho after three 
years of investigation, brings us his book ‘Light years* 
(Atlantic Monthly Press 1987). 

Kinder nrites in favour of Meier. Hitness after uitness is 
brought forMrd to tell that they put trust in hia. As a 
result the skeptical reader begins to nonder if, after all, 
Meier nay be telling the truth. 


Tbe case of Eduard Meier is slonly biding in the past. His best 
years are over and Meier biascif has bKOM a silent and 
iatroverted nan, reluctant to speak uith visitors. Even tbe' 
visitors froa tbe stars have ceased to com. 

Git it has been different. To prove bis case Meier bas produced 
a never ending flou of very good pictures. Several tiNS, Hch 
ueek, he uas ‘called for* by the space-people, and uent out in 
the uoods to speak uith then. Tbe pictures be took Mre 
crystal-cl ear close-ups, so good that nost people think they 
are to good to be true. 

la his book Gary Kinder intervieus Robert Post, bead of the 
photo lab at NASA’s Jet Propulsion Laboratory. 1 quote: *Froa 
a photography standpoint, you couldn’t see anything that uas 
fake about tbe Meier photos. That’s ahat struck n*, be says. 

Out here is a problea and Kinder is very auare of it. No 
original negatives have been put under analysis. Meier's 
pictures have been duplicated so aany tiMS that no one can 
tell uhich generation they are. Meier kept the picturM in 
boxes or albuns in bis house in Sebaidruti, uhere ' Kcasioaal 
visitors - and there uere hundreds - put then is their oun 
pockets for souvenirs. 

Nhat Post analyzed could have bees a copy of a copy, (b’ even 
uorse. 

And there are other problens too. The unusual Mtal saaplos 
that Meier allegedly found during oae of his contacts are also 
gene. All that is left to analyze are the storiM, notes oad 
taps recordings froa Meier bioself, or froa poopln living oar 
hia. 

One oust also reneaber that Meier has never been caught in the 
act. If he is a fraud and illusionist ht is om of the bast 
this uorld has seen. His stories are fantastic and includes 
teleportation, telepathy and tiM travel, hMidts travailag 
space uith the uondsrful Sesjass froa the Pleiades. So fantas¬ 
tic, indeed, that oast people dispatch then uithout any 
investigation at all. 

Nobody bas ever seen Meier fake the pictures. And on the othor 
band: nobody bas ever sum Neier being teleportod either. (Even 
if Kinder presents one story uhere Neier uas allegedly observed 
seconds after a teleportation). 

Maybe the only My to handle Meier's stories is to Mit for tbe 
big breakthrough and see if everything uill fit together. After 
tliree years of investigation, Gary Kinder suaaarizes the case 
on the last lines of bis book: ‘Finally I realized...that tba 
truth of tbe Meier contacts uill Mver be knoun.* 

This conclusion aay be the only one m possibly caa Nke of tbt 
Eduard Neier case.

A "pionssr story"? 


In betleen docuoeoted reports of UFOzs (and other phenooena), 
ud science fiction, eiists a 'gray zone* of stories and 
fantasies that oost critical people Judge to be cock-and-bull 
stories. In the late, previous century there uere 'pioneer 
stories', strange but untrue stories told in front of the 
log-fire. He have seen several 'airship reports' transforo into 
such 'pilneer stories', notably the Aurora crash and the 
Aleiander Haoilton calf-napping. 

The Suedisb publisher Edista, beaded by Bcrtil Kuhleoann, has 
recently publislied the Sucdish translation of one story of this 
typei Milliaa George Eiersoo’s Tlie Snoky God. Tlie booklet tells 
the story of a Noruegian, Olaf Jansen, uho uitli liis father 
travel to the Horth pole uhere they find a strange inner uorld^ 
Tie story uas first published in 1906 by an author best knoun 
for his popular Hestern stories. It uas republished by Ray 
Palaer in the SKies 'Inspired Hovels'. 


Personally, 1 think that the publication of a story like this 
reflects rather badly the lack of criticise and seriousness by 
it’s publisher, uho also happens to be tbe non past chairaan of 
ICUR, tbs ouch puhlicizod international coaoittee for co¬ 
operation in UFO research. 

Nnreover, this also give at a reason to say that, froo liaving 
read Hr. Kubleoano’s prelioinary script for his presentation of 
Siedish ufology at the Hasbington HUFON International conferen¬ 
ce, this suooer, AFU co-uorkers have an unanioous iopression 
tkat Hr. Kulileaann is out-of-toucb uith the liistory of Suedisli 
ufology, as uell as it’s present status. As far as 1 knou. Hr. 
Kehlenann bas no vote of confidence froo any Suedish organiza¬ 
tion except his oun Project U.R.D., uhich has nou ceased active 
operation.

The local Esthonian UFO research group, uhich has existed for 
uany years, uas officialy approved by the governnent on Hay 28, 
1987.

A masterpiece bibliography 

Non and tbm a anbe of 'tbt UFO cotiunity' producei a oek 
tkat takot you proud of bting a proponont of ufological study. 
Tbii dots oot bappM vey ofttn, boievei btcauu UFO litaratir 
r> abouods uitb noniMiical or trivial piKti that oakoi you 
bluib.

Far seveal yevs 1 have thought that acadeaic libraries and 
students uould very soon be *on the aeket* fe collections of 
UFO liteature, even of the trivial kind, to suppleaent fw 
their disinterest during four decades that have passN. Non 
Bwrge H. Ebehet , takes a siailar prediction in his aonuten- 
tal uork UFOs and the Eitraterestriral Contact Noveaent: a 
bibltogrehy s 

*..as popular culture collections increase in iaportance and as 
the iaplications of the Eitraterestrial Contact Moveaent 
becoae recognized by sociologists, 1 predict that tore acadeeic 
librvies uill seek to preserve this unique cultural resource. 
Special collections in science fiction and radical Aaerican 
politics Here at one tine considered too frivolous for preser¬ 
vation, but OOH tbeir relevance is uell established*. 

Thus Eberbart takes the point that ufology is, in it’s otai 
right, a uorthy field of study. You don’t have to believe in 
any of the Hynek’s, Klass’s or Adaaski’s. UFUs have becoae a 
poHcrfsl lociolojkalJact. As such, it can’t be denied and you 
can take a science of~i t at that level -- quite apart froa tbp 
issues "of uhether UFOrare *neu pbenoaena*, 'eitraterrestrial 
spaceships*, *psychic*, or anything else. 

By collKting no less thu 15.613 references to books, aon-UFO 
periodicals, scientific Journals, governaent dKuaents, filas, 
T9 shoes, etc. Eberbart proves the pouerful nave of public 
interest these strange signs in the sky have produced since 
aidieval tiaeu and, particularly, since 1947. Eberbart has 
provided the interested acadMic librarian uitb a aost aseful 
list, to help bio pick up the pieces lost. 

This revieuer has been involved in coapiling and/or producing a 
Just feu of these 15.000 references, particularly tbe biblio¬ 
graphies Eberbart lists as nonber 1 (tbe AFU library catalogue) 
and 28 (KJell Jonssoo’s Suedisb bibliography). Froa these 
eipirie(fes 1 have soae idea of tbe hardships behind such a 
uork. Still Eberhart’s uork is aore than ten or tuenty tines as 
conprehensive as any of ay projects and uhat’s aore - it seeas 
it’s all correct! Hou did he do it? 

For coverage of the Aoglo-Aaerican scene this uork is so 
coa^lcU that, by far, it outdates every previous effort: ^nn 
CatoT s (1967), Hartinjablc’s (1967 b 1978) and T oo L ind’s 
(Ifif). Eberbart, ubo is a professional librarian and bibHo- 
graphic consultant for tbs Center for UFO Studies, found no 


less than 5.500 nonographs (books, booklets) in English that 
had at least soae aention of tbe UFO or ET Contact thMH. Ik 
found another 2.200 oonographs froa 36 foreign nntions. lid you 
knou that UFO litarature uas that sitensive? 

To tbunb through Eberhart’s 158 chapters, each representing a 
sub-tbeae and each one starting uith an inforaed overviaa by 
the author (or soaetioes by contactee spKialist J.Bordon 
Helton ), is like travelling through knoun, and unknoua, 
territories. You recognize obscure book titles aad articles you 
had long ago forgotten, but aore often you are aaaiad by 
references that you’d never heard of. 

Eberbart even references the Scientific Journals Charles Fort 
used for bis Books, and forgotten sources for the stories of 
century-old *astral contactees* like Eaanuel Suedenborg. Uhen 
you have started tbia Journey in Eberbart’s conpany, it’s 
difficult to stop, and you discover that tine bas passed uay 
beyond oidnigbt, night after night! 

Qerhart’s bibliography is divided into tuo voluaes: > 

The first voluae centers on Unidentified Flying Objects. Rare 
you uill find aamg Beneral Uorksi previous Bibliographies, as 
uell as Encyclopedias and Sourcebooks, UFO Ikterial in Non-UFD 
Books, plus references on UFO Propulsion. A large section 
focuses on Case Studies devided into 17 chapters, ranging froa 
IFOs/Hoaies, Ball Lightning, Earthquake Lights, UFOs on Radar 
and Tbe Tunguska Event, to Abductions and Crash/Retrievals. 

Other sections include: UFOs in tbe Sea and in Space (sis 
chapters). Historical UFOs (tuo chapters), UFOs and Sociology 
(sis), UFO Investigation (tuo), Foreign-Language UFO Honograpbs 
(36 chapters, one for each country), UFO periodicals (froa 38 
CDuatries), Special Raterials (governaent docuaents, conferen¬ 
ces, unpublished papers, dissertations and theses (no less than 
22 of that kind), books for children, coaic books) and Related 
Pbenoaena (Sonic Anooalies, UFOs and Honsters and Hysterious 
Disappearances and the Berauda Triangle). 

Voluae tuo covers tbs Eitraterrestrial Contact Hovenenti 
Contactees'lnine chapters including Beorge Adaaski and the Hen 
in Black), Ancient Contact (thru chapters on the *vo)i Dinikn 
type* of litKature), Prehistoric Cultures (eight chapters). 
The Hollou Earth (three chapters). Science Fiction (including 
UFO or Contact-Related Fila and UFOs on Television) and, 
finally. Extraterrestrial Intelligence (tuo chapters). 


Periodicals referenced for UFO-related articles range froa 
occult oagazines, via Fate and Fortean Tines, to nsusstand 
publications and scientific Journals. Specialized UFO Journals 
are referenced only once, as periodicals - not for thair 
individual articles. 
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Ii fact, an article index to UFO nagaxines Mould be a foreidab- 
le taski I once ntarted a card index of FSR (Flying Saucer 
Revieu). After about ten volueen I ended uith 2.000 entries, 
and there are non another tuenty volunes. Eberbart’s decision 
to exclude UFO nagazine articles is quite understandable and, 
at least, it leaves sonething for future bibliographers to do. 

Personally, I oust adnit that I u overuheleed by the diversity 
and anbition behind Eberhart’s book's. He is not only a referen¬ 
ce librarian, but he is also an active ufologist and field 
investigator so he knous the noveoent fron the inside. If 
aayone should claia to be an 'expert on UFOs* this ought to be 
Eberhart. Since he has personally seen oost of his 15.000 
references at libraries and private collections throughout the 
US, he oust have gotten a unique insigt into the subject. 

For our uork here at the AFU library Eberhart’s bibliography is 
probably tbe nost indispensable tool ue have yet received. For 
iestance, 'before Eberhart', I had a project to go through our 
collection of Fate Magazine's to check for any articles on 
UFO’s in the Mil era to conplete our picture of 'pre-ghost 


rocket* years (for Project 1946). I had spent 10 or IS hours 
tliuabing through sone 130 of the early issues up to 1964. 
Eberhart's chapter 33, *UF0 cases 1651-1945*, saved ee days of 
patient search through the reaaining 22 volunes of our Fate 
collection. Thank you! 

I doubt that anyone Mill ever attenpt to repeat, or beat, this 
reearkable uork on the Anglo-Anerican pre-1985 period. It uill 
b( an epic; a classic. Costly as it is, it Mill be uell north 
your investnent if you have a serious interest in finding the 
sources behind any UFO these. You’ll never find a better 
bibliography.

American UFO history 

Loren E. Gros s, born in 1938, is one of feu ufologists she, 
scisingly, prefer to uork in silence. He is a dedicated 
historian on UFO sattes, uho has Morked bisself forMard, 
through ufology’s different chapters: fros the 1896 airship, 
the history of Charles Fort and his folloMsrs, to the 1946 
Scandinavian ghost rockets. 

Gross continues his docusentary on post-Arnold UFO history. So 
far six volunes have cone fron his pen: the first and second 
(published by Arcturus Book Service) cover 1947-1949, uhile 
four subsequent editions (privately published by Gross) 
continue uith 1950-1951. All in all, the chronology of the 
'first* five years span 700 pages. Multiply this uith a factor 
of eight (8 x 5 > 40 years) and you arrive at, at least, 5.600 
pages for a 'conplete* history of UFOs. Mr. Gross is not very 
iifornative on his future plans, but I feel sure he Mill 
continue. One uonders hou nany volunes it Mill take to cover 
tbe uave year of 1952 uith oore than 1500 reports to USAF..7 

The Gross history is a nonunental job that builds a coherent, 
strictly chronological picture of the developnent of Anerican 
UFO studies. Gross picks up pieces fron a uide selection of 
sources (governnent docunents, the better books and neuspaper/ 
nagazine articles). In particular the study references anny 
obscure data pieces fron the files of Project Blue Book. 

Each piece of inforaation is carefully referenced to tbe 
original source, ubich aakes Gross’s history checkable and 
trustuorthy. The repetition of sightings does not becoee 
tedious Hhen it is broken by nore general insights into the 
*UF0 environnent* and the foraation of governaental *UF0 
policy', plus the author’s very sensible eoanentaries. ‘ Volunes 
3-6 include helpful indexes. All volunes are illustrated by 
witness drauings, saaple docunents, etc. 



The Loren Gross history is applauded by us at AFU and recoascn- 
ded, as nuch as ue recoaaend Eberhart’s conplete bibliography. 
It is a nodel for a nuaber of sioilar uorks that ue predict 
Hill be produced in the future, in nany countries. Ne uill 
slouly learn nore and nore.

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The Hesedalen lights 

Since 1981 the >ull Nornegian connunity Hetidalen, south ef 
tie 63rd parallel, has been plagued by strange, ghostly lights 
that navigate the nountain valleys. First reported hy the ISO 
persons living at Hessdalen, the phenoaenon hecane a national, 
and later international, subject of controversy in 1982-1983. 

One of the principal Horuegian investigators, Lei^Havik, has 
docunented his oun efforts and eiperiences froi 'thi'hunt* in a 
wlcoae nen hook, ' UFO-fenonenet* - k an det ua ul ige vae re 
Mli]? (*Tke UFO phenoaenon*’ - can ’the rapossibie yet be 
possible?). The book is roughly divided into four parts: 1) a 
personal description of the area, the phenoaenon, the uitnesses 
aid the controversy, 2) the technical reports froa 'Project 
Hessdalen*, 3) siailar pheooacna in other areas of the uNtem 
narld, and 4) photo docuaentatioa in colour. 

The 1984 technical report fpp. 67-113) has been published in 
Eaglish ( Erling Strand ; ProjKt Hessdalen 1984. Final Technical 
Report, part 6nc7 1984, Project Hessdalen), uhile the rest is 
fairly nea aaterial. The loruegian language aay be hard to 
fallou even for us neighbouring Suedes. 

Havik has spent aach of bis free tiae in a cabin on the 
Muntain side uith caaeras, radar, spectral analyzers, seisao- 
graph, laser and other eguipaent. He uas joined, for different 
periods, by 40 Scandinavian colleagues uho defied the bitter 
northern cold of January and February nights to be on the 
lookout for UFOs. 

Aaong research eipeditions, finanzed out of the researchers" 
oun pockets, this oust be one of the aajor ones. In UFO history 
it is unprecedented. The investigators took care in eliainating 
natural ezplanations. Havik relates, for instance, that he 
visited the Vaernes airport to study the navigation lights of 
airplanes that crossed the Hessdalen area. 

At tiaes, houevar, Havik becooes quite enotional in his 
cooaents on the sceptical theories offered by self-proclaiaed 
eiperts, uho did not even bother to visit the scene. Havik 
takes the part of the Hessdalen population, uho have been 
accused of being stupid and *an inbred people*. 

The author states, in bis preface, that the book uas not 
uritten for those uho already knou the solution, but for those 
uith an open Bind. He proposes basic research into tka UFO 
aystery: *It uas once thought that if you uaved to the northern 
lights, they uould uave back. There uas loaething aagical ir 
■ysterious to these lights. Today Horuay is in the forefront of 
such research*. 

Haviks critique is directed in aany directions, even at 
journalist Arne Histb, uho hastily produced another book on tha 
aystery (Arne Histh : UFO-aysteriet i Hessdalen. 1983, lladkoa- 
piniet A/S~Osfo)r Histh is accused of being unreliable. 


To produce lasting results Project Hessdalen should have 
continued for a longer period. At present the researchers froa 
UFO-Horuay and UFO-SMden have ran out of aoney, and there is 
also an uncertainty uhether the Hessdalen lights continue. The 
Hessdalen people, uise by ezperiece, have becoae tight-lipped. 

The 1984 and -85 project periods uere essentially learning 
eiperiences. Haybe coabined efforts of ufologists froa the foir 
Scandinavian countries could produce a 'stand-by organization* 
on alert to travel to any part of Scandinavia uith their 
equipaent? 

1985 and -66 produced aany reports froa the Suedish county of 
Oaiarna and io Janaary 1987 a 'Project Dal area* uas organized 
(resulting aainly in auch UFO activity in the Stockbola area!). 
The early 1970 *b sau siailar uaves of local activity in Finland 
and northern Sueden, so there aay be soae chance of interesting 
results. 

Returning to the feu negative sides of Havik’s book, it is 
soaeidiat disorganized uith repetitions here aad there. An iada 
uould have been aa iaproveaeot. Still, this book is heartily 
recoaaended. It is doun-to-earth, short and concise aad, abova 
all, 'near* to the phenoaena ua study. A definite oust for any 
serious private or iostitution library that aias to cover UFOs.

The sceptics and Hessdalen 

The Horuegian HIVFO group (affiliated uith the Aaerican CSICOP 
sceptics group) produced, in 1984, an English report on the 
Hessdalen phenoaena. The HIVFO group operates froa Trondheia, a 
tiui near Hessdalen, and had early contacts uith the phenoae¬ 
non, in its first phases. la April 1984 they arranged aeteoro- 
logical observations at Hessdalen. Based on these they conclu¬ 
de, in a report, that the Hessdalen lights aust be plasaa 
phenoaena (ball lightning) seen under conditions of optical 
inversions. 

This report is little convincing. Variances of teaperature 
occur betueen aany nearby places on this earth, uitkout 
generating Hessdalen-like globes and cigars of light. The 
regular existence of ball lightning in polar ueather reaains to 
be proven. I belong to the 5 Z of the population uho have seen 
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• hall li|htniB|. That vas m a hot fuoocr day after a violent 
thunderitoro. The people eho have natched the Heisdalen lights 
have seen no thooder and lightning. The phenooenon occnrs at 
tcnperateres near zero (Centigradel and heloo. Vithout further 
docuoentatioo, the IIWH ciplanation is to replace one unknom 
Hitk another. 

The fanlting English of this report oakes it even less convin¬ 
cing.

UFO-Sueden's report centre has pohlished it’s second yearly 
report on IFO cases in Swden, nhicb coves cases reported in 
1986. The association naintains a cooaon repet centre at 
Eskilstuaa (in nid-Soeden), nanaged by lllf Ekstedt and Stig 
Aggestad . This centre atteopts to coedinate the activities of 
local groups and field investigates. 

Sooc 275 Suedish cases sen repeted deing 1986. 94,9 2 af 
then uee identified as edinvy phenoneoa - nainly Russian 
rocket launchings, airplanes, netees, planets, stes, etc. 
Afte careful analysis only 14 cases reoain as 'genuine IFOs*. 
The 14 cases we detailed in the repet, uafetunately ooly in 
Soedisb.

1 1 nid-JuBO 1987 the Suedish space journalist, artist and 
authe E^en Seoitjov died at the age of 64. Eugen uas the sn 
of a Russian science fiction authe, Vladinir Senitjov. Eugen’s 
pveots cane to Stekholn just tuo oontbs prie to his birth, 
is 1923. 

Froa 1942 until 1957 Seoitjov piAIished his oun SF cartoons, 
uith the leading characte 'Allan Kaape' (Allan, the Figkte). 
Froa 1947 and until his death be pioneered as space journalist' 
in the Suedish press, and developed an intenational, uniqe 
contact netoork in both the U.S. and Soviet Union spece 
coaounities. 

la 1952 Seoitjov pi61ilbod 'Fyra fileute' (Foe squares of 
filu). This shet youth book novel featured a feu young 
schoolboys ubo, by Kcident, captee a flying saucer on file 
uhile OB a skiinf trip in the Suedish oountains. The nysterious 
'gang' behind the saucer tries to steal the canera and the 
file, but the boys finally uanage to call in the Suedish 
Offence Staff. 

Too late, though, because the saucer takes off shortly before 
the expeditionary force’s arrival at the secret saucer base, 
uhich has been carved into the bard rxk of a Suedish nountain. 
The base is bloun to piecM and Seoitjov leaves his young 
riaders (and as) uondering uho the 'uuesrians' really uere. 
You can read hetueen the lines that Seoitjov sau the saucers as 
soae secret, earthly constructions of a super pouer. 

Seoitjov nas 'tho artist on duty' uith the Suedish daily 
Aftonbladet on the aorning of Sec. 18, 1953, uhen neus broke of 
one of the better Suedish UFO cases. A coanercial plane erw 


flying neuspapers to south Sueden bad alnost collided uith a 
polished saucer on an opposite course. The leading theory in 
Sueden uas still that the saucers uere Soviet nissiles. Decades 
later a spokesaan for the Defence Research Institute told 
Seoitjov the truth (?) behind this sighting: a ueather balloon 
sent up (unknouingly to any Mtbority) by tuo adventure-loving 
oilitary service-sen. 

Although 'earthly' space tKhnoIogy uas his oain dooain, 
Seoitjov published, betueen 1939 and 1975, at least three dazen 
aajor articles on UFOs and related phenooena (such as ancient 
astronauts), sainly in the Suedish ucekly Allers. SMitjov 
visited Pentagon and vieued.the lion Book files, intorvieuad 
J.AIlen Hynek and Jacques Vallte, Coral and Jin Lorenzoi, 
Stuart Nixon, Carl Sagan, Philip Klass and other Aaerican 
researchers. 

He also urote about classics such as the Hill abduction and be 
intervieued astrooooer Clyde Toabaugb on his UFO sighting. 
'Toabaugk could have given ne a sensation, hut instead I got 
the truth. That felt good, ouch sore cooforting than if be bad 
claioed having seen a giant cigar over bis rooftop'. Toobaugh 
had denied seeing the cigar described in nany hooks, hut he had 
nat denied the sighting of a foraation of 6-8 points of light. 

Since be spoke a fluent Russian he also visited and intervieued 
Russian UFO and space researchers. Senitjov obviously enjoyed 
teing photographed uith Aaerican astronauts - sone of then he 
considered as friends. 

Senitjov uas a sharp intellect and a good technical reporter 
and uriter, but his insight into UFO’s uas shallou. His 
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Aitbor Eugen Seiitjov (Itft) inttrviening astronaut Ouen 
fiarriott at tho Houston Spaci Cmter. 


articles uere nearly aluays accoapanied by inaginative drauings* 
froa his om hand. In i9S9, Senitjov soneuhat reluctaitly, 
supplied the cover design (or one of the first Suedish UFO 
boots - Rax B.Hiller’s Flying sacuers - fact or fiction. 

His UFO articles uere gathered in a boot, 'De otroliga tefaten* 
(The unbelievable saucers). This uas the sane year as Senitjov 
received the Suedish ’Oreat Price of Journalisa', 1972, but the 
price uas not priaarily for bis 'UFO uork*. As the title 
iiplies Seaitjov’s coapilation uas the first book in Sueden to 
take a skeptical stance on the UFO issue. 

Senitjov uas so serious that a reputable south Suedish indu¬ 
strialist, SSsta Carlsson, dKided to tell at least parts of 
his saucer experience to hia. In i946, Carlsson bad seen a 
landed, doaed disc uith creu near Ingelhole, but kept the 
iicident to hi Keif until 1971. (See FSR, vol. 18, no. 2, pp. 
15-17). 

The open position inbetueen ufologists and the sceptic scien¬ 
tists brought Eugen Senitjov aucb criticisas, at least froa the 
ufological coasunity. Ufologists thought he ought to be aore 
outspoken and positive on the UFO issue, but Senitjov never had 
a deep, investigative interest in the subject, such as Aaerican 
sceptics like Klass, Sheaffer and Oberg. Still Seaitjov’s kook 
is the only Suedish book on UFO’s recoMended by CSICOP’s 
Suedish representative Sven-Ove Hansson, ulio has uritten a 
'kook orientation* leaflet, uliich is nou spread through Suedish 
coasunity libraries.
